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New Brunswick's First year's 
Experience of Union. 

[From tho St. John Now Brunswick Morning News.] 

g TRj — As much misapprehension pre- 
vails in this Province in relation to the 
taxation imposed by the Uuiou and by 
Parliament, and especially as to its 
effect upon the inhabitants of this por- 
tion of the Dominion, I desire to submit 
a few facta gathered from Now Bruns- 
wick's first year's experience of Union, 
and ask for them the careful considera- 
tion of the Public. 

The average expenditure in Now 
Brunswick for Roads, Bridges, and Edu- 
cation for the seven years terminating in 
October 1806, was $-233,649 perannumi 
The sum estimated under Acts of the 
Legislat re and voted for these services 
tho year previous to the Union was $257,- 
8S0, whilst the amount provided for tbo 
same services by the Local Legislature 
in 1 80S— the fust year of the Union 
reached $273,000, being $16,580 more 
than the appropriations of 1867, and 
$10,311 over the average expenditure of 
the seven years preceding. 

These figures clearly show that so fur 
as the local services are concerned, they 
are provided for upon a more liberal 
scale under tho Union arrangements 
than they were previous to Confeder- 
ation. 

I now give a statement of the taxation 
of the fiscal years '06 and '67 as com- 
pared with the collections from all 
sources for the year ending the 30th June 
180S. 

The public records and account, for 
1805-6 show, that there was collected 
in New Brunswick from Customs, Rail- 
way Impost, Light dues, Sick and Dis- 
abled Seamen ond Buoy and Beacon 
funds (less drawbacks) $1,021'705 ; 
that from the 1st July, JS06, to 30th 
June, 1867 (tho year preceding the 
Union) there was collected from the 
same scources (less drawbacks) $950,515; 
whilst during the first year of the Union 
there was collected from Cvistoms, Ruil- 

' way Impost, Light dues, Sick and Dis- 
abled Seamen, Buoy and Bencon dues, 
Excise, Stamps and duty on Bunk circula- 
tion, all the sources of revenue, §!J03,- 
250, showing a reduction of tuxotion as 

' compared with 1807 of $44,265, and 

with 1866 of $Tl 5,5*1 5. The sum of 

$906,250 paid to the Dominion Treasury 

is made up as follows ; —

These comprise all tho items of taxa- 
tion, the proceeds of which pass to the 
Treasury of the Dominion. To complete 
tho amount received from New Bruns- 
wick by the General Government, we 
have to add tho difference hotweon the 
receipts and expenditure of the 13. and N. 
A. Railway. The Superintendent fur— 
-nishes me with a statement shewing the 
receipts to bo, in excess of ordinary ex- 
penditure, $20,940, from which is to be 
deducted $13,400, payments on account 
of Locomotives, Freight Cars and per- 
manent way. leaving a balance to bo 
added to Customs, Excise, etc., of $16,- 
483, making the contribution from New 
Brunswick to the Dominion Treasury 
for the year, to bo, as near as may be

These figures show that during the 
first year of the Union, New Brunswick 
has received from the Dominion Treasury 
$939,103 for services, for which she, 
before the Union, was called upon to 
provide, and $16,453 more than we have 
paid into the General Treasury from all 
sources of Revenue. Consequently we 
so tar have not contributed a dollar to- 
wards the cxpences of the General gov- 
ernment, Public Departments, Parliament, 
Ocean Steamer service, Intercolonial 
Railway surveys, the purchase, extension 
and furnishing of the Governor General's 
residence, maintenance and repairs of 
public build ngs, the publication of the 
Laws, Gazette or public printing. So 
much for tho past year. 

The provisions of the act of Union and 
the appropriations of Parliament, will re- 
quire to be paid on account of New 
Brunswick for the current year. $1,0S2,- 
473, or $159,763 in excess of what wo 
havo contributed to the Dominion Trea- 
sury during the past year, They may

Euglisl.i Summary. 
Tho papers rocoivod by tho last 
mail do not givo us muoh news ; the 
important items having boon already 
anticipated by teleyraph. Tho coming 
eleotiona of courao form tho principal 
topio of nowepapor gossip, politics 
eeom to bo loss considered than tho 
loadors ot tho two parties, as the last 
election resolvod itself into a question 
of supporting the Primo Miniator of 
the day, or tho thon Conservative 
Chief, so tho olectioo oi 18GS turns 
upon personalities ; tho Irish Church 
question is tho principal issuo botwoon 
the parties. Justice to Iroland is tho 
■watchword of tho Eadical party, and 
tho Conservatives can only doprocato 
the polioy proposed to bo adoptod by 
Mr Gladstone, without putting for- 
ward any distiuct polioy of their own, 
so that in fact thoy aro obl ; gcd to bo 
content with announcing tbomsolvos 
to bo supporters of tho Disraoli Gov~ 
eminent. Tho LiboralB, to judgo from 
their addrossos, havo a firm faith in 
Glndstono, ho is tho ono man to whom 
thoy turn as fit to lead tho llouso of 
Commons, and tho whole Liberal 
party, tho most Eadical reformers aro 
content to rango thomsclvos under his 
bannor. This is somewhat oi a strango 
position for ono who was doHPrihcd.liv. 
anominont roviewor, a staunch liberal, 
writing nearly thirty years ago, as 
"tho rising hope of thoso stern and 
unbending Torios who follow, rcluo- 
tantly and mutinously, a loader, whose 
experience and eloquonco aro indis- 
pensable to them, but whoso cautious, 
temper, and moderate opinions, thoy 
abhor." Still moro strango is it that 
Mr. Gladstone should havo so corn', 
pletely reversed his opinions upon tho 
Irish question sinco he publishod "the 
State in its rotations with tho Church" 
in 1839; at that timo ho would givo 
tho Irish a Protestant Church whether 
thoy liked it or not. Suroly Liberal 
prinoiplesaro contagious, for no sooner 
did Gladstone Becodo from tho stem 
and unbending Tories, with Sir Eobert 
Peel, the very leader whom thoy had 
iDtonded him to supplant, than year 
after year we find him mixing amongst 
Liborals moro and moro until ho bo- 
comes Eadical onough for Bright, and 
beloved of Manchester. Tho Consor* 
vatives havo been lucky in tho amount 
of patronage that has f'allon to their 
nharo. Much indignation is oxprc&sod 
by the opposition journals at tho ap- 
pointment of Earl Mayo to tho 
Governor Generalship of India ; suc- 
ceeding a man so thoroughly India as 
Sir J. Lawrenco, than whom no Govo 
ernor Goneral sinco tho days of War-, 
reu Hastings has so thoroughly 
understood tho nativo oharacter ; Lord 
Mayo will have a hard task beforo 
bim ; tho Conservatives have general- 
ly appointed mon, whoso very names 
are unknown in India to Governor- 
ships, the result has boon that thoy 
havo the credit of having appointed 
the very worst Governor Gonerai that 
evor ruled in Bengal, and nono who 
havo particularly distinguished them- 
uelvcs. Mr Du. Cane, M. P. for North 
Essex, and Junior Lord of tho Admir- 
alty, has accoptod the Governorship of 
Tasmania, and tho Hon. Frederick 
Stanley, younger eon of Lord Derby, 
takcB his place as Junior Lord of tho 
Admiralty. Sir JamoB Ferguson is 
to bo tho now Governor of South 
Australia. Tho Globe officially an- 
nounces tho names of tho now Judges 
to bo appointed in pursuanco ot tho 
Bribery Act, 18GS. Thoy aro : Sir W. 
3, Brott, Solicitor General ; Mr. 
Pickering, Q. 0., and Mr. Huddlegton, 
Q. C. Mr. J. S. Williams bus boon ap- 
pointed Chief Justico of St, lLolona. 
It is rumorod that Lord Justico Sir W. 
Pago Wood is to bo raised to tho Peer- 
age. A novolty iu strikes is suggested 
in a handbill extensively circulated 1n 
London, whioh calls upon all travellers 
by railway, to striko until Dirootors 
aro brought to their sonsos and con- 
sent to a roduotion of faros. Tho con- 
duot of tho Directors of the South- 
EaBtoru and Brighton Companies, has 
givon riso to a project for a now line 
botwoon Brighton and Loudon, which 
seoms likely to bo carried out. Tho 
open markot system is being greatly 
iuoreasod in London to tho imtnont-o 
advantage of consumers; at King's 
Cross a largo markot for almost ovory 
kind 'of articlo required by house- 
holders, has boon opened, and whilst 
tho prices quotod aro very low. tho 
markot seoms highly romunorativo to 
tho proprietors, tho onormous meat 
markot at Smitliuold is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, when completed 
it will with the Hoi born Viaduct and 
tho underground Ball way, entirely 
change the aspect of tho quarter of 
London in which it 18 situated. We 
obBorvo that somo of tho papers foil 
in orror a short time ago in recording 
the death of J)r Lushington, ex-Judge 
of tho Admiralty Court; it was bin 
cousin tho Bight Hon S R Lushing 
ton Chairman of Ways and Means 
moio than half a century, since Gov- 
ernor of Madras forty yoars opto, who 
lied at the ripe ago of niuoty-lour.

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Cnr Improvements.— During the summer 
there has cerlaiuly been more building car- 
ried on than bus been known for tome sea- 
sons pist.iu Vicloria and vicinity, and wbicb 
has Riven general employment to our 
artificers and tradespeople) at excellent 
wages. First in protension is St Andrew's 
Churob, which gives employment to twelve 
carpenters at §4 a day, three bricklayers at 
§5 and laborers at S2 50 per day— the whole 
will coat about $10,000. 2nd; the improve- 
ments at Government House, which on an 
average have employed twenty men of the 
various trades and occupations, at aame rates 
generally, except perliBps carponters, who do 
the finer woodwork, to whom a higher rate is 
givt n— Cost ovot §5000. Boaster's brewery 
next, which is rapidly approaching oomplelion; 
we are told it is being ereoied a at cost of 
$10,000 ; the new browery being built lor 
Mr O Gowen at the corner of Yates and 
Blanchard streets, wo huvo also to mention, 
the oost of which wo did rot learn. To 
these must bo added tho extension to the 
Land office; school house in connection with 
StJobns; several new places of business being 
fitted up, residences are being improved, 
gas lamps havo commenced to bo put up 
in our Btreets, and other minor works in 
different parts of tho town, which together 
cause quite a considerable amount of money 
to be distributed amongst the tradespeople 
ot the city. It is not very much to boast of 
it is true, but it is a sign of the good time 
corahiy. Mechanics are Bcarce in some 
branches of tho professions, raillhands and 
miners, and (arm laborers, &c, all can Dud 
work, we are told, at good woyes. 

The iNtiUusT. — The adjourned inquest 
upon the body of tho Fort Rupert itidian 
woman Kitty, reported in our columns last 
week, was brought to a close yesterday. 
The only additional evidenco adduced was 
that of tbo medioal practitioner who made a 
post mortem examination, and the formor 
opinion was adhered to, viz,, that tho woman 
bad been dead when discovered, for eight or 
ten days ; that the buck uud right side of 
the head had been considerably braised 
during life, but the skull had not been frac- 
tured. Tho vessels of tho brain and lungs 
were greatly inflated, as is always the ease 
when death eDBues from suffocation, and left no 
doubt that suflocation was tho cause of death. 
The woman was sixteen not nineteen years 
ot age. Two Fort Rupert Indians wore ex- 
amined, but nothing could be elicited from 
tbem, exoept that the woman always 
had a sora neck which she invariably 
kept covered. On Dr Davie's evidence the 
jury found a verdict of ' death from sufloca- 
tion with violence by parties unknown.' You 
ChuDg, tho Chinaman, who tied the body up 
in the bedding and first gave information to 
the Police, was admitted to bail for one 
week, to enable the polico to look the case up 
further. Mr Courtney appeared for the 

Chinaman. 

Tub Dorothea. — It appears that this ill- 
fated vessel, which left our shores lust Sep- 
tember lor Melbourne, was wrecked on Star- 
buck Island, lying in about 5 dec. south 
latitude ; whence the crew, eighteen in num.. 
bor, took tho boats aud proceeded to Pen- 
rhyn Island where they remained about a 
month, receiving from the natives the most 
kindly treatment. A portion ol them, twelve 
we believe, subsequently took to the bout 
agaio and reached Aitatuki, and thence pro* 
ceeded to Karatoogu in un American vessel, 
one of them afterwards joiuing that vessel. 
An Eoglisu trudur finally rescued those re- 
maining at Penrhyn Island, but no particu- 
lars have transpired respecting the party who 
went on to Rarutonga. The Board of Tra< J e 
in Eoglood havs sent presents to the natives 
of Penrbyn Island and to the King of Rara- 
tonga, in recogoition of -tho kindness mani- 
fested to the shipwrecked crew. 

Shipwrecks — Tho sloop Angelina, Kirk 
arrived from Port Townsend last night. She 
reports two ships ashore on Dungeneas Spil; 
one a lumber vessel from the Sound, which 
will be a total wreck; the other from Na- 
naimo [?] wltb coal which it is expected will 
bo Baved. They went aground on Sunday in 
a dense fog. Capt Kirk says the breakers 
on the spit yesterday wero fearful, and 
that be experienced a very heavy sea cross- 
ing the Straits. The ship Ellen, Louden 
maBter, sailed for San Francisco on the 27th; 
Haw the Del Norte going into Port Town- 
Bcnd on Sunday, but heard nothing of the 
Active, 

The Railroad Accident in Wales. — 
The Marchioness of Ahercorn (lady of the 
Lord Lieuteneot of Ireland) and family, 
Lord Castlecrosso and family, Mr and Lady 
Selwio-Ibbetson were passengers on tho un* 
lucky train, bet escaped hurt. A watoh 
wan found with an inscription shewing it 
belonged to Lord Farnham, who was accom- 
panied by his wifo, Miss Stafford and several 
attendants male and female. In some coses 
an inch or so ol a dress only was found 
wbioh merely shewed to what box the vic- 
tims belonged. In several instances even 
cindeia of !ha charred bones had not been 
left. 

The Lath Earthquake, — On the same 
dav of tho earthquakes which occurred in 
South America, August 1 5th, tidal waves 
entered the harbor of Honolulu and other 
porta of the Sandwich Islands. Several se- 
vere shook of earthquake wero felt on the 
Islands about tbo eamo period, accompanied 
by severe thunder aud lightning. la some 
ports and parts of California the same phe- 
nomena were experienced. Some people 
think that a catastrophe resulting from earth- 
quako will bo tho end of San Franoisco.

As for as we can learn it would 
appear that Eomc of the old clothiers have 
found out that customers will not buy from 
their stook of slops and ehoddy, Bince 
Adams & Beaven have opened out their 
t-tock ol new, fashionable and well made 
Clothing, Hats, .Caps, &c, on Government 
street. * 

The Indians Again.— We heard yoster- 
day that several modioli gentlemen in this 
city, from what they havo seeD, give it as 
their rpinion, tho Indians are not dying ol 
small pox. A sug«ostiou was mado some 
time since, it ia said, by one of the faculty, 
to havo a proper iuvealigation made, as to the 
disease which is carrying them ofl so sud- 
denly. It would only be an act of justice to 
all of ub if the investigation wore made 
without deluy. 

Indian Massacre.— Capt Kirk informs 
us that a report was current ia Port Town- 
when he left, tbst fourteen Chimpsean In- 
dians were murdered at Dungeness, W T, on 
Friday night last by tho Indians of that 
neighborhood. It was supposed by the 
murderers in committing tho deed, they 
would secure a considerable utnount of tho 
earnings of the Chimpseaua who had been 
at work up tho Sound. 

Cattle Sale. — Tho solo of stock yester- 
day at tho yard of J P Davies & Co, consi- 
dering tho coudition of the cattle, gave great 
satisfaction. Yearling heifers ranged lrom 
$22 to §29 ; two year old heifera from 826 
to $35 ; cows from $32 to S45 each. Apart 
however from tho exiellent averago price, 
wo understand they wero purchased by dif- 
ferent parlies whoso intention it is to ruise 
atock, ond no doubt be well repaid The 
horses, mostly inferior animals, brought low 
Ggures. 

Tub Sandwich Islands. — The schoonor 
Robert Cowan, Capt Gardiner, arriyed yester- 
day from Honolulu with sugar nnd molasses, 
dropped anchor in Cordova bay ; was 14 
days in the Straits bealiug about in the 
log, and 33 duya from tho Islands She is 
consigned to Junion, Rhodes & Co. Yes- 
terday morning collided with the Adolaido 
Cooper in the atraita neither vessel sustain- 
ing injury.

Faris, Sept. 24 — The report that tho 
Queen of Spain bad crossed tho frontier 
into Franco is premature, she still re- 
mains ut San Sebastian.! 

Official despatches from Madrid have 
tho. following statement: Tbo insurrec- 
tion bus been suppressed in Grenada. A 
battle was fought which lasted two hours 
and resulted in the defeat of tbo rebels. 
Tbo effort to destroy tho Government is 
confined to the province of Sautauder 
and the cities of Malaga and Seville. 

Letters from Cadiz say, tho citizens 
there have taken no part in tho robelliou 
and business has not been interrupted. 

F.utis, Sept 25— The Moniteur an- 
nounces officially, that tbo Government 
concession lately granted in favor of 
Erlangcr and Renter of tho French and 
American Telegraph Company, authoriz„ 
ing thorn to lay a submarine telegraph 
cable between France and America under 
certain reserved conditions, has becomo 
definitely fixed and complete. Tho capi- 
tal is to tho amount of 271,000,000 francs, 
main portion having been subscribed for 
the undertaking. 

General Parva commanding tho Royal 
troops in Spain is massing his foreo to 
attack Seville 

London, Sept. 25 — Tho following is the 
latest from Spain : Tho Government at 
.Madrid had declared all Spaiu in a state 
of siego. General Goden bad been Bent 
out with a detachment ol Royal troops 
against the provinco of Santander. Re 
ports say that General Prim is marching 
directly on Madrid. It is reiterated that 
he Is accompanied by tho Duko do La- 
torro. It is estimated that the forco 
under his command is now two hundred 
thousand strong. Tho Duke de Latorre 
is acting as provincial president, and 
civil head of tbo revolution and bns re- 
fused offers of accommodation (?) made 
by General Coucha from Madrid. 

Tho Spanish ships of war in tho port of 
San Sebastian have declared against the 
Queen and have joined tho rebel fleet ; 
tho revolutionary leaders have issued a 
decrco declaring that any officer who 
orders an attack on the people or patriot 
soldiers shall bo adjudged a traitor to his 
country. 

London, Sept. 25 — Rev, Ilenry Mill- 
man dean of St. Pauls died today. 

Paris, Sept. 25 — Tbo French Govern- 
ment will immediately strengthen the 
army posts on tho Spanish frontier. 

It is reported tbut Queec Isabella has 
entered Franco. There is a rumor that 
tho revolutionary General Prim has been 
arrested, but lucks confirmation. 

The La Pays says tho Spanish army 
is loyal and the insurrection is confined 
to tho provinces of Andalusia and a few 
sea ports. Official announcement has 
been received from Madrid, Catalonia, 
Aragon and Valencia, statiug that theso 
provinces are quiet' 



Eastern States. 

New York, Sept. 26 — A suit has boon 
instituted in tho United States District 
Commissioner's Offico in tho Southern 
District of Now York by Messrs Cashing 
of Newburyport, Mass. against John 
Laird of Birkenhead, England for loss 
sustained by them, by tho burning of their 
ship Sonora in tho Straits of Malacca, in 
December 1863, by the Alabama, which 
lihellants say was built and fitted out in 
direct violation of the laws of England by 
Laird; attachments havo been issued 
against funds owned by Laird, supposed 
to bo deposited in tbo United States subn 
treasury iu this city. 

Washington, Sept. 24 — In tho Senato 
caso tho counsel for the prisoner entered a 
plea that there is a statute of limitation 
in forco providing that an offence must bo 
prosecuted within two years, Judge 
Wyllio discharged Surratt from custody 
sustaining tho plea.
